You'll see brilli- 
antly plumaged birds, spec- 
tacular mountain scenery, 
a cypress-shaded and moss- 
draped river, dense forests 
with flowering plants, gaily colored lizards, 
and showy butterflies. The action moves swift- 
ly from one episode to another: Green Paro- 
quets feeding in a bamboo tree; an Alta 
Mira Oriole building its huge, pendulous nest; 
a Muscovy Duck courting and displaying; the 
amazing activities of a colony of leaf-cutting 
ants, Interspersed are numerous striking 
close-ups: a passion flower, a black and yel- 
low heliconid butterfly; an angry Iguana, and 
a Broad-billed Hummingbird. Don’t forget

The Bird of the Month for February was a 
magnificent find—an Old Squaw—observed 
at Harbor Point Village in St. Charles County 
on February 15 by Wayne Short, Mrs. Jos. E. 
Vollmar, Bill Dierker, Mary Sue Patton, 
Helen O’Moran, and Marie Fischer, members 
of the Saturday Adult Study Center Popular 
Ornithology Class. The Sunday section re- 
turned the next morning to find said Old 
Squaw waiting at the same spot for even 
closer observation! News spread fast and by 
evening Albert Berkowitz, the Zempels, and 
the Comforts had capitalized on the find. The 
Old Squaw has been recorded here only 2 
or 3 times in the last decade. 

Bill Holzmark and John Gerard were run- 
ners-up in February with a Horned Grebe 
at Peruque on February 16. 
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Some hundreds of Lapland Longspurs, 
many Prairie Horned Larks, and a few 
Northern Horned Larks were seen near Peru- 
que in St. Charles County between February 
15 and March 1, Apparently these birds re- 
mained in the same field during the two 
weeks as they were first seen by Dr. and Mrs. 
Zempel and Mrs. H. R. Grummann, later by 
Reed Harkness and Marvin Beckmann, then 
by Miss L. R. Ernst and Richard Grossen- 
heider, and a few days later by the two 
Adult Study Center Popular Omithology 
classes, ae 

The first American Golden Plovers this 
spring, a flock of 24, were observed near 
Peruque by the members of the Saturday 
Ornithology Class on March 21. Naturally 
the Sunday Class repeated and as usual 
went them better with two flocks!
